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rive y~8 biplanes were parked on the south edge of the field 
on 15 December 1949. Another U-2 plane landed on the N-S run- 
way at about ll a.m. Govict soldiers were surveying in the 
eastern gection of the field. Stadia rods were set up along 
the Neg runway et ecual intervals. The fences surrounding the 
allotment gardens had been removed and the sardens were evacue 
ated by the civilians. Several Soviet irmy units were given 
basic and field training on the icnding field. 


3, seven J-8 biplanes were parked rt the field (see Annex) on 
lp January 1959. 4 U-2 plane took off at about 4.pom. heading 
gouthvest. The three-story buildings on the southwest edge of 
the field were nowly roofed. The heaps of debris in the angle 
formed by the taxiway cnd the runway were being cleared end 
ereadged. -It was rumored among the Neuruppin residents thet the 
fieli was to be improved. 4 unit in company strength was given 
coabet training on the landing field. It was noted that i 
several sir force officers and zr were seen at the field and 
in town. 


4. Two biplanes nade local flights over the field between 9:50 and 
11 aem. on 24 January 1950. No other planes were seen. No con~
